UNO Council Will 


Ask Disputants to 


Give Data on Iran 


Russian Delegate Not Ex- 


pected to Attend To- 


day's Session 


New York, March 29—(AP)— 


Members of the United Nations 
Security Council scheduled another 
secret meeting today hi advance 
of their announced public session, 
reportedly to perfect plans for a 
direct request to Moscow and Teh- 
ran for information on the Iranian 
situation. 


The meeting was set for half an 


hour in advance of the public 
session (scheduled for 2 p. m. 
CST) a< Hunter College. 


Word of this development came 


from well-inform ed officials a few 
minutes after Secretary of State 
Byrnes and Sir Alexander Cado- 
gan, the British delegate, had a 
hasty conference at their hotel 
headquarters, then ordered cars to 
be ready to take them to Hunter 
College half an hour ahead of the 
previous time. 


Officials said there appeared to 


be no question of Russian Am- 
bassador Andrei Gromyko attend- 
ing this meeting any more than 
the public session, since he has 
announced that he will remain 
away from any of the gatherings 
concerning Iran. 


Byrnes is understood to have 


taken the leadership in this whole 
plan and under him American 
diplomats were working out the 
text of a note, covering *three 
principal questions. 


Polish Delegate Uncertain 


It was generally assumed that 


the purpose of the 1:30 (CST) 
meeting was to go over this text 
and determine whether 
all 10 


members could accept it. The big- 
gest question revolved around Am- 
bassador Oscar Lang of Poland, 
whose course in the council has 
been closely identified with that 
of Russia. 


Replies would be requested by 


early next week, probably Tues- 
day or Wednesday, after which 
the council might proceed with or 
without the answers. The ques- 
tion procedure won informal ma- 
jority support at a closed session 
of the council late yesterday, ac- 
curding to "'persons familiar wittff 
the discussions at that meeting. 


Top Delegates Hopefnl 


Among top delegates there was 


some hope the Soviet government 
would find this, or some other 
method, as a graceful way out of 
the situation created by Ambassa- 
dor Andrei Gromyko's Moscow- 
directed absence from two council 
sessions. 


Whether Gromyko would attend 


today's session was still a matter 
of doubt. Whe nthe Russian dele- 
gate left his hotel this morning 
he said he was undecided whether 
he would be present when the 
council convened. 


When a newsman asked him, 


"Would you say you are not go- 
ing?" he replied: 


"I don't know." 
Asked why he stayed away 


from yesterday's executive ses- 
aion after previously announcing 
he would, attend, Gromyko said: 


"I did not say yes."

Market Is Raided 


Stuttgart, Germany, March 29— 


(AP)—One displaced Jew was kill- 
ed, five were wounded, and an 
American soldier and several Ger- 
man policemen were injured today 
in violent rioting which followed 
a, black market raid on a displaced 
persons camp in Stuttgart's out- 
skirts. 


Two hours of rioting erupted 


when German police, accompanied 
by a "token force' 'of U. S. Mili- 
tary Police, moved into the camp 
to search for counterfeit ration 
stamps. First reports indicated the 
fighting was complicated when 
nearby American soldiers, who did 
not know the raid had 
official 


sanction, rushed to the aid of the 
displaced persons. 


The riot ended only when Ameri- 


can armored cars rolled into the 
camp. 


About 135 German police, ac- 


companied by U .S. Military Po- 
lice and 85 German investigators, 
tnoved into the camp at about 6:30 
a.m. 


A loudspeaker announcement in- 


formed the displaced persons that 
a "black market" raid was in pro- 
gress and instructed them to allow 
the police to enter homes which 
comprise the camp on the out- 
§kirts of this city. 


The German police, however, 


were met by a shower of bricks 
Mid bottles as they tried to carry 
out the search.

Higher Prices for Some Meats 


Will Become Effective Monday 


Washington, March 29—(AP)— 


As the OPA announced ceiling 
price increases for most pork and 
for about a third of all beef cuts 
today, the American Meat Insti- 
tute declared that a survey indi- 
cated a housewife had less than 
one chance in five of buying meat 
at OPA legal prices. 


The office of Price Administra- 


tion said the pork and beef in- 
creases would be effective next 
Monday and resulted from recent- 
authorized higher prices for the 
packing industry to offset a wage 
increase of 16 cents an hour. 


R. J. Eggert, associate director 


of the Meat Institute's marketing 
department testified to the house 
agriculture committee that of 1803 
stores 
checked 
by 
"impartial 


housewife shoppers" in 11 cities. 
83 per cent exceeded ceiling prices 
m their sales. 


Price hikes for veal, lamb and 


mutton will be announced later. 


Retail pork prices generally will 


be upped an average of three- 
quarters of a cent a pound, OPA 
said, while beef price increases 
will average a third of a cent a 
pound. 


Increases for individual pork 


and beef cuts range from one to 
four cents a pound. The price boost 


for most popular cuts—such as 
sirloin and porterhouse steaks, ba- 
con and pork chops and loins—will 
be only one cent a pound. 


In some areas, ceilings for these 


cuts will not be increased for ex- 
ample, there will be no price 
change for porterhouse steak in 
Los Angeles and Dallas, according 
to OPA, but it will cost a penny 
more a pound in Chicago, New 
York and Nashville. 


On the other hand, there will be 


an increase of a cent a pound for 
flank steak in Dallas, but not in 
the other cities mentioned. 


The reason for these discrep- 


ancies, an OPA official explained, 
is that meat prices are figured 
under a formula based on costs 
which vary from area to area. Re- 
tail prices are rounded off to the 
nearest cent. 


Beef liver and cooked corned 


beef briskets are increased by two 
cents a pound, but other beef 
variety meats remain at the same 
ceiling. The only items increased 
by four cents a pound are bulk 
dried beef and packaged Cana- 
dian bacon, OPA said. 


The agency added that begin- 


ning Monday butcher shops will 
display posters listing new ceiling 
prices for beef and pork.

ply but that this had increased 
substantially this month because 
of the mild weather. 


He figured railroads had in- 


creased their supplies this month 
from 19 days to perhaps 26 days.

Washington, March 29—(AP)— 


A cautionary note against any ve- 
to loophole that might permit se- 
cret bomb-making tempered gen- 
eral congressional approval today 
of a plan for international ore-to- 
energy control over atomic pow- 
er. 


The veto question was brought 


to the front by Senator Ferguson 
(R-Mich) in discussing the state 
djjvutcujnt's proposal for a United 
NatJans "A comic Development Au- 
thority" which would mine all fis- 
sionable materials and operate all 
primary production plants. From 
these, "denatured" products would 
be shipped to secondary plants 
throughout the world for either 
scientific or industrial purposes. 


But Ferguson told a reporter he 


does not see how a satisfactory 
agreement outlawing the use of 
atomic energy for war purposes 
can be reached if any of the big 
five nations retains the right to 
veto measures the UNO Security 
Council might want to take to en- 
force that agreement. 


"It's my opinion", the Michigan 


senator said, "that we are not yet 
ready to place full control of 
atomic energy in an international 
organization until we can be as- 
sured that such an organization 
will control it at all times for 
peaceful uses". 


He said that before the United 


States turns over its secret formu- 
las and processes to such an or- 
ganization, it should make certain 
that no nation could veto an ac- 
tion to prevent use of these formu- 
las and processes to make atomic 
bombs.

West Point graduate of 1940. says 
that much of the GI griping is due 
to "too many commissions and 
not enough genuine officers".

The public was not allowed to at- 
tend the meeting, but Kintner later 
explained his views to reporters.

complaints".

St. Louis, March 29.—(AP)— 


The big fact on which scientists 
rely to prevent surprise atomic at- 
tacks—namely, that all atomic 
energy is limited strictly to two 
natural metals, without even a 
slight prospect of extension—came 
out here today at the meeting of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 


The metals are uranium and 


thorium, both scarce and control- 
lable at 
mines and in power 


houses, so that scientists believe 
no nation will be able to prepare 
for an atomic attack without au- 
tomatically giving the world ad- 
vance warning of 18 months to 
several years. 


These facts came from a plan 


for international control of atomic 
energy issued simultaneously last 
night in Washington and St. Louis. 
Here the plan was explained by 
Dr. Charles A. Thomas, vice presi- 
dent of the Monsanto Chemical 
Company, himself am ember of 
the plan committee and an atomic 
bomb expert.

Important also is denaturation 


that renders all the metals non- 
explosive, but leaves them useful 
for power. Denaturation is what 
happens when an egg is hard 
boiled. The metals are not boiled; 
they are denatured by adding a 
secret chemical element. But. Dr. 
Thomas said, there is no doubt 
that "boiling" them will take a 
long time and large plants. 


Under the proposal, all the ex- 


plosive metals would be denatured 
and issued in stockpiles to all na- 
tions for peacetime use. Xo na- 
tion could start a renaturing job 
without being seen. Any nation 
wanting to make raw atomic ex- 
plosives would have to seize an 
international plant within its bor- 
ders and that seizure would be au- 
tomatic warning to the rest of the 
world.
